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ANNUAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

POPULATION  - The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Administrative 
County  at  the  middle  of  1966  was  1,292,  020  and  this  population  is  the  basis  of  the  rates  quoted  in 
this  Report.  Table  1 at  the  end  of  the  Report  shows  the  population  in  each  area  in  the  County;  and 
from  that  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  868,  340  persons  were  resident  in  the  urban  areas,  and  423,  680 
in  the  rural  districts. 

These  figures  give  densities  of  population  of  1.40  per  acre  in  the  county  as  a whole:  and 
6. 18  per  acre  in  the  towns  and  0.  54  per  acre  in  the  rural  districts.  Compared  with  the  previous 
year,  there  is  little  change  in  any  of  these  figures,  and  the  densities  show  the  same  wide  range. 

In  the  towns,  the  extremes  were  14.44  in  Sheerness  Urban  and  0.35  in  Lydd  Borough,  and  in  the 
rural  districts  1.78  in  DaiTford  Rural  and  0.17  in  Romney  Marsh  Rural. 

BIRTHS  - The  births  of  living  children,  registered  during  1966,  totalled  23,  391 . Male  birtbs 
numbered  12, 127, female  births  11,264. 

The  crude*  birth-rates  for  the  year  were  17.52  (comparable  rate  /18.75)  in  the  urban 
districts,  18.02  (comparable  rate  18.92)  in  the  rural  districts  and  18.02  (comparable  rate  18.92) 
in  the  County  as  a whole.  The  figure  for  England  & Wales  was  17.  7 (Provisional). 

The  number  of  births,  and  the  birth  rates,  in  each  sanitary  district  of  the  County,  are  set 
out  in  Table  2 at  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  7,517-4, 121  males  and  3,396  females. 

The  sex -ratio  of  the  births,  on  the  figures  shown  above,  represents  a proportion  of  slightly 
more  than  107  males  to  100  females. 

STILL-BIRTHS  - The  number  of  still -births  recorded  during  the  year  was  332.  This 
number  represents  a proportion  of  13.99  per  thousand  of  all  births  in  the  County.  This  proportion 
may  be  comoared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  15.3. 

The  rate  of  still -births  (per  thousand  of  the  population)  was  0.26  in  urban  and  0.26  in  rural 
districts,  and  0.26  in  the  County  as  a whole. 

The  number  of  still -births  in  each  sanitary  district  of  the  County  is  shown  in  Table  2 at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  - There  were  378  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  Kent 
during  the  year,  which  represents  an  infantile  mortality  rate  (number  of  deaths  among  children  under 
one  year  of  age  per  thousand  live  births)  of  16.23.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  legitimate 
births  is  15.62  and  per  1,000  illegitimate  births  is  23,71, 

These  deaths  of  infants  formed  2.38  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  at  all  ages. 

NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  - There  were  260  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age 
during  the  year,  which  represents  a neo -natal  mortality  rate  (number  of  deaths  among  children 
under  four  weeks  of  age  per  thousand  related  live  births)  of  11. 12. 

EARLY  NEO -NATAL  MORTALITY  - There  were  232  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week 
during  the  year,  which  represents  an  early  neo -natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  one  week  per 
1,  000  total  live  births)  of  9.92. 

PERINATAL  MORTALITY  - There  were  564  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week  combined 
during  the  year,  which  represents  a perinatal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  one  week  and  stillbirths 
combined  per  1,  000  total  live  and  stillbirths)  of  23.77. 

Of  the  23,391  births  in  the  County,  1,565  were  illegitimate,  being  6.69  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  - There  were  8 maternal  deaths  (including  abortion)  which 
represents  a maternal  mortality  rate  (maternal  deaths  per  1,  000  total  births),  of  0.34. 
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The  rates  in  the  different  sanitary  districts  will  be  found  in  Table  2 at  the  end  of  this 
report;  and  Table  7 shows  the  causes  of  death  in  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

DEATHS  - The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  County  (i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  of 
persons  resident  in  Kent)  during  1966  was  15,  874.  Male  deaths  totalled  8,  006  female  deaths  7,  868. 

Crude  death-rates  were  12.77  for  the  urban  areas,  11.30  for  the  rural  districts,  and  12.29 
for  the  whole  County. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  each  sanitary  district,  and  the  deaths  in  age-groups,  and  by  cause, 
are  shown  in  Tables  5,  6 and  8 at  the  end  of  this  report.

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  in  each  of  the  sanitary  districts  in  Kent  is 
shown  in  Table  3 at  the  end  of  this  report. 

A summary  of  the  notifications,  incidence -rates,  deaths  and  death-rates  of  the  principal 
infectious  diseases  in  the  County  is  shown  in  Table  4 at  the  end  of  this  report. 

SMALLPOX  - Once  again  no  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  It  is  now  twenty  years  since 
the  last  case  was  notified. 

SCARLET  FEVER  - There  were  539  cases  notified.  It  is  nineteen  years  since  there  was  a 
death  from  the  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA  - Only  two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported;  one  occurred  in  a child  under 
15  years  of  age. 

ENTERIC  FEVER  - Five  cases  were  notRied. 

MEASLES  - There  were  8,315  cases  reported.  Four  deaths  occurred,  three  in  children 
under  five  years  of  age. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  - 605  cases  were  reported. 

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOENCEPHALITIS  - One  non -paralytic  case  was  notified. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM  - One  case  was  reported  during  the  year. 
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MALIGNANT  NEOPLASM

DIPHTHERIA/WHOOPING  COUGH/TETANUS  IMMUNISATION 

During  the  year  there  were  two  cases  of  diphtheria,  only  one  of  which  was  a schoolchild. 

Triple  antigen,  diphtheria/whooping  cough/ tetanus  was  again  used  in  cases  of  primary 
immunisation,  and  diphtheria/tetanus  vaccine  for  reinforcing  doses,  and  facilities  for  immunisation 
were  available  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  doctors'  surgeries  and  schools. 

During  the  year  21, 198  children  under  the  age  of  16  years  were  given  a primary  course  of 
immunisation,  and  26,513  received  a reinforcing  injection.  Of  the  children  born  in  1965,  85% 
were  immunised  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

Under  the  Council's  arrangements,  only  records  of  children  vaccinated  between  the  ages  of 
one  and  two  years  are  required. 

The  number  vaccinated  between  these  ages  was  13,326,  619,'  of  those  who  were  eligible. 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

Facilities  continued  to  be  made  available  at  Council  clinics  and  by  general  practitioners 
and  whenever  ix)ssible  the  primary  course  was  given  at  three,  four  and  five  months  of  age,  the  same 
time  as  the  triple  antigen  (diphtheria/whooping  cough/tetanus)  followed  by  a fourth  dose  between  the 
age  of  five  and  fifteen  years.  During  the  year  24,299  children  received  a primary  course  of 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  10,419  had  a fourth  dose.  Of  the  children  born  in  1965,  81% 
were  immunised  by  the  end  of  the  year.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


The  various  services  provided  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
have  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

NOTIFICATIONS 

During  the  year  338  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  On  the  31st 
December,  8,192  persons  remained  on  the  registers  of  medical  officers  of  health.  Summaries 
of  notifications  will  be  found  on  page  33. 

PROVISION  OF  EXTRA  FOODS 

703  recommendations  were  made  by  chest  physicians,  of  which  671  were  approved,  the 
remainder  not  being  approved  as,  at  the  time  of  recommendation,  the  patients'  financial  circum- 
stances brought  them  outside  the  application  of  the  Council's  assessment  regulations. 

REHABILITATION 

Persons  suffering  from  inactive  tuberculosis  who  are  fit  enough  to  undertake  five  hours' 
work  a day  can,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chest  physician,  be  admitted  to  rehabilitation  units 
established  at  Preston  Hall,  Maidstone  and  Papworth  Hall,  Cambridge.  At  the  end  of  1965,  3 were 
receiving  rehabilitation;  during  1966,  2 were  admitted,  2 discharged  and  3 remained  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

KENT  COUNCIL  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

This  Council  has  continued  to  afford  assistance  to  patients  and  their  dependants  in  the  form 
of  extra  milk,  beds  and  bedding,  clothing,  holidays,  materials  for  diversional  therapy,  finding 
suitable  employment,  fares  to  visit  patients  in  sanatoria  and  hospitals,  re-housing  and  removal 
expenses.  The  County  Council  make  an  annual  grant  for  administrative  expenses  only. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

During  1966,  11,  882  schoolchildren  aged  13  years  and  over  were  skin  tested,  9,451  were 
found  to  be  negative  and  9,410  were  vaccinated.  All  tuberculin  positive  children  were  referred  to 
the  chest  physician  concerned  for  further  investigation. 

As  in  former  years,  precautionary  investigations  of  schoolchildren  who  had  been  in  contact 
with  known  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  continued.  1, 285  children  from  13  schools  were 
skin  tested  of  whom  217  were  tuberculin  positive  and  referred  to  the  chest  physician.  Members 
of  school  staffs  were  also  given  an  opportunity  of  attending  for  X-ray. 

ASCERTAINMENT  OF  CONTACTS 

Contacts  of  persons  known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  are  persuaded  by  the  health 
visitor  to  attend  the  chest  clinics  for  examination. 

During  the  year,  9,365  contacts  were  examined  and  46  were  found  to  be  tuberculous. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  PERSONS  KNOWN  TO  BE  SUFFERING  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS 

Sputum  positive  cases  are  not  generally  encouraged  to  return  to  work  but  if  they  do,  every 
precaution  is  taken  to  ensure  that  there  is  no  spread  of  infection.  Where  the  previous  employment 
is  not  considered  suitable,  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour, 
endeavours  to  find  alternative  employment  or  in  certain  cases  the  patient  will  undertake  a course 
of  training  for  work  suitable  to  his  condition.

Recuperative  residential  care  is  provided  under  Sections  22  and  28  of  the  Act.  This  is 
restricted  to  instances  where  a person  has  suffered  from  an  illness  which  has  been  treated  either 
in  a hospital  or  at  home  and  whilst  needing  further  medical  and/or  nursing  care  of  the  type  that 
can  be  provided  by  a general  practitioner  and  home  nurse,  cannot  have  that  care  at  home. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  232  applications  for  recuperative  care  were  received  of 
which  177  were  accepted.  The  other  55  cases  were  either  withdrawn  before  going  away,  or  were 
found  to  be  outside  the  scheme  approved  by  the  County  Council. 

NURSING  REQUISITES 

The  demand  for  equipment  continues  to  increase  and  is  mainly  for  chronic  sick  or  severely 
handicapped  persons  who  are  partially  or  wholly  confined  to  bed  and  for  short-term  acute  illnesses. 
Recently  the  County  Council  has  arranged  for  the  installation  of  haemodiolysis  equipment,  kidney 
machines,  in  the  homes  of  two  persons,  the  equipment  being  provided  from  hospital.  This  is  a 
further  indication  of  the  changes  in  the  pattern  of  equipment  which  has  been  occurring  of  recent 
years . 


Demand  for  the  special  pads  for  the  nursing  of  incontinent  patients  continues  to 

increase 

and  the  demand  is  now  for  some  4,  000  a week.  Incontinent  pants,  together  with  disposable  inners 
are  now  issued  to  ambulant  incontinent  patients.

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VENEREAL  DISEASE 


Two  women  social  welfare  workers  are  attached  to  the  venereal  disease  clinics  in  the  County. 
They  are  responsible  for  tracing  contacts  of  patients  attending  the  clinics  and  following  up  those 
who  do  not  maintain  attendances  for  treatment.  Following  are  the  figures  for  contacts  and  defaulters 
for  1966:-

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Reliance  was  mainly  placed  on  personal  approaches  by  County  staff  such  as  doctors,  dental 
surgeons,  health  visitors,  midwives,  nurses,  welfare  officers,  etc. , in  the  normal  course  of  their 
duties.  Lectures  on  various  aspects  of  health  education  were  given  at  schools  by  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officers,  and  on  request  to  various  organisations. 

New  posters  on  the  hazards  to  health  of  smoking  were  again  issued  to  all  local  Mediqal 
Officers  of  Health,  industrial  firms  and  larger  shops  in  the  County. 

YELLOW  FEVER  VACCINATION 

During  the  year,  827  persons  were  vaccinated  at  the  County  Hall  clinic  against  yellow  fever, 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  was  one  Principal  Chiropodist,  14  whole -time  chiropodists, 
eight  part-time  officers  and  37  chiropodists  engaged  on  a fee  for  service  basis. 

2012  new  patients  were  registered,  an  increase  of  4%  on  1965.  90%  of  treatments  were  to 
the  elderly  and  2%  to  physically  handicapped  persons.

During  the  year  two  purpose  Council  clinics  were  opened,  one  at  River  View,  Gravesend 
and  one  at  Greenhythe.  Both  the  new  clinics  replaced  hired  premises. 

INCIDENCE  OF  CONGENITAL  MALFORMATIONS 

All  congenital  malformations  apparent  at  birth  of  children,  whose  home  addresses  are  in 
the  County  and  who  are  born  in  the  County  or  elsewhere,  are  recorded.  The  object  of  the  scheme, 
which  includes  still -births  as  well  as  live -births,  is  to  enable  the  Registrar  General  to  compile 
statistical  information  from  which  it  should  be  possible  to  detect  any  national  or  regional  variation 
in  the  incidence  of  malformations. 

During  1966  the  Registrar  General  was  given  information  about  329  children  having  one  or 
more  congenital  malformations. 

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  CHILDREN 

Financial  responsibility  was  accepted  for  the  residential  care  at  voluntary  homes  of  289 
unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies. 


HEALTH  VISITING 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  187  health  visitors  of  whom  13  were  part-time  and  14 
student  health  visitors. 


Health  visitors  work  in  close  association  with  general  practitioners  and  at  the  year's  end 
there  were  33  arrangements  whereby  Health  Visitors  are  attached  to  General  Practitioners  who 
hold  their  own  child  welfare,  ante -natal,  hearing,  immunisation  clinics  etc. 


The  number  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  visited  at  home  during  the  year  totalled  111,453. 
Visits  were  paid  to  1,  958  expectant  mothers  and  24,700  children  under  one  year  of  age.  The  visits 
made  by  health  visitors  were:-

Health  visitors  made  at  least  one  home  visit  for  each  notified  birth.  Subsequent  visits  were 
made  on  a selective  basis  according  to  needs. 

Health  visitors  continued  to  give  screening  tests  of  hearing  to  children  under  five  years  of 
age  who  are  on  the  "at  risk"  register  or  who  require  the  examination  for  other  reasons.

NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION  ACT,  1948

The  Education  Committee  after  consultation,  introduced  training  courses  for  home  helps 
at  six  evening  institutes.  The  courses  included  lectures  and  practical  demonstrations  on  all 
aspects  of  home  care  and  were  given  by  domestic  science  staffs  of  the  institutes;  by  medical 
officers,  health  visitors,  district  nurses,  midwives,  principal  welfare  officers  and  domestic  help 
organisers  on  the  Council's  staff;  and  by  public  health  inspectors  on  the  staffs  of  local  district 
councils. 

Family  Care  Service 

The  service  exists  to  provide  temporary  help  during  the  absence  of  the  mother  in  households 
with  two  or  more  children  in  circumstances  when,  if  such  help  was  not  available,  there  would  be 
no  alternative  but  for  the  Children's  Committee  to  take  the  children  into  care,  hi  1966  help  was 
provided  for  202  families  with  725  children.  The  needs  for  this  service  arise  from  the  admission 
of  the  mother  to  hospital  (83),  institutional  confinement  (72),  desertion  of  the  mother  (39)  and 
death  of  the  mother  (8) . 

Family  Welfare  Service 

The  Family  Welfare  Service,  which  is  provided  free  of  cost  to  the  parents,  allows  intensive 
training  for  a period  of  three  months  to  be  given  in  households  by  workers  who  teach  the  mot)ier 
methods  of  housecraft  including  cleaning,  cooking,  washing  and  budgeting.  The  course  of  training 
is  succeeded  by  a follow-on  course  of  six  hours  a week  for  nine  months.  In  the  case  of  families 
where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental  subnormality,  consideration  is  given  to  the  service 
continuing  after  the  initial  period  of  three  months  for  not  more  than  12  hours  weekly  until  the 
youngest  child  of  the  family  reaches  compulsory  school  age. 

The  Family  Welfare  Service  is  considered  in  the  following  circumstances 

(a)  In  households  where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living 
in  the  family  are  very  low  and  the  provision  of  the  service  is  likely 
to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  family,  to  improve  the  welfare 
of  the  children  and  prevent  the  break-up  of  the  family. 

(b)  In  the  rehabilitation  of  families  who  are  being  rehoused  and  who 
have  been  previously  evicted  from  their  homes  through  arrears 
of  rent  or  being  unsatisfactory  tenants. 

(c)  Where  advice  on  household  management  and  budgeting  may  defer  or  prevent 
the  eviction  of  families  who  are  district  council  tenants  and  who  have 
fallen  into  arrears  with  rent.  The  existence  of  rent  arrears  is,  however, 
not  of  itself  a reason  for  the  service  being  provided.

Furniture  and  Household  Equipment 

In  addition  to  the  usual  arrangements  whereby  domestic  help  organisers  collect  and  deliver 
furniture  and  equipment  given  voluntarily  for  problem  families,  to  meet  urgent  needs  of  families, 
arrangements  were  made  for  a considerable  amount  of  such  goods  to  be  stored  under  voluntary 
arrangement. 

Results  of  Service 

During  1966,  83  families  had  Family  Welfare  Service,  51  commencing  the  initial  service 
and  32  continuing  from  the  previous  year. 

Assessment  of  results  in  the  83  families  indicates

Night  Attendant  and  Evening  Service 

During  the  year  help  was  given  to  254  new  applicants;  192  received  night  service  and  62 
received  evening  service.  The  sources  of  requests  for  service  followed  the  usual  pattern,  174 
coming  from  patients'  doctors.  As  at  the  end  of  1965,  service  was  being  given  in  34  cases,  a 
total  of  288  received  help  during  1966.  Of  this  figure  256  cases  ended  during  the  year,  the  principal 
reasons  being  admission  to  hospital  or  a home  (100),  improvement  (63)  or  death  (55). 

DENTAL  TREATMENT 

During  the  year  the  equivalent  of  . 75  of  a dental  surgeon  and  . 13  of  a dental  auxiliary  spent 
308  sessions  on  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  242  mothers  and  1, 115  children  under  school  age 
in  42  permanent  clinics,  and  in  four  mobile  clinics  visiting  rural  areas.  The  work  so  done  was:-

WORKSHOPS 

During  the  year  the  technicians  have  been  fully  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  artificial 
dentures  and  orthodontic  appliances  and  the  return  of  work  to  the  dental  clinics  has  been  maintained. 
Work  for  the  dental  clinics  in  the  London  Borough  of  Bexley  continues  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
County  Workshops, 

MIDWIFERY  AND  NURSING  SERVICES 

The  professional  staff  establishment  is  six  senior  midwifery  and  nursing  officers  and  the 
whole-time  equivalent  of  180  midwives  and  197  district  nurses.

DOMICILIARY  CARE  OF  HOSPITAL  PATIENTS 

The  demand  for  hospital  care  necessitated  the  discharge  of  a considerable  number  of 
patients  to  the  care  of  domiciliary  midwives  within  the  first  ten  daj'^s  of  the  puerperium  and  in  many 
instances  shortly  after  the  delivery.  In  1966  there  were  3,597  maternity  patients  transferred  early 
from  institutional  to  domiciliary  care,  compared  with  3,511  in  1965. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

A maternal  death  is  one  due  to  or  associated  with  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion.  As 
part  of  a continuing  national  enquiry,  it  is  the  practice  to  investigate  the  circumstances  of  each 
death  ostensibly  due  to  or  associated  with  maternal  factors  and  during  1966  the  deaths  of  ten  women 
were  so  investigated. 

DISTRICT  TRAINING  OF  PUPIL -MIDWIVES 

All  pupil -midwives  must  have  three  months'  training  in  district  midwifery.  They  receive 
instruction  from  district  midwives  approved  as  teachers  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  58  County  Midwives  were  so  qualified. 

During  the  year  138  pupil -midwives  completed  their  domiciliary  training  with  County 
Midwives,  the  corresponding  figure  for  1965  being  126. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  FOR  MIDWIVES 

The  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  require  midwives  who  are  in  regular  practice  to 
attend  a residential  midwifery  refresher  course  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  five  years  and  34  of 
the  Council's  midwives  and  nurse -midwives  went  during  the  year. 

In  1924  the  Council  commenced  non -residential  refresher  courses  of  one  week's  duration 
for  midwives.  Apart  from  the  war  years  and  1948  and  1957,  the  courses  have  been  held  annually 
and  the  one  in  September,  1966,  was  the  thirty -fifth  in  this  series. 

DISTRICT  NURSING  SERVICE 

In  1966,  district  nurses  made  484,001  nursing  attendances  to  18,938  patients,  as  compared 
with  484,  972  nursing  attendances  in  1965  to  19,  029  patients. 

Of  the  patients  attended,  64.4%  were  sixty -five  years  of  age  or  over,  and  the  nursing 
attendances  to  them  was  71.6%  of  the  total:  the  corresponding  percentages  for  1965  were  63.3%  and 
69.1%  respectively.  5,249  patients  received  165,258  visits  solely  for  injections,  as  compared  with 
4,985  patients  who  received  143,543  such  visits  in  1965. 

POST-REGISTRATION  TRAINING 

Since  1950  the  Council  has  held  an  annual  non -residential  refresher  for  district  nurses  and 
the  seventeenth  course  was  held  during  April,  1966. 

DISTRICT  NURSE  TRAINING 

Courses  of  instruction  in  district  nursing  are  provided  for  the  National  Certificate  in 
District  Nursing.  The  training  is  for  a maximum  of  sixteen  weeks,  but  this  period  is  reduced  to 
one  of  twelve  weeks  in  the  case  of  candidates  with  particular  experience  and  qualifications . It 
includes  the  adaptation  of  hospital  nursing  techniques  to  nursing  in  the  home,  the  nursing  of 
illnesses  met  infrequently  in  hospital,  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  social  services  to  recognise  when 
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one  or  more  of  these  services  might  be  necessary  for  the  patient's  welfare,  the  teaching  of  home 
care  to  relatives  of  the  patient  and  the  use  of  opportunities  for  health  education. 

The  Council's  eighth  and  ninth  courses  were  held  during  the  year  for  24  candidates  from  its 
own  staff  and  other  local  health  authorities.  Twenty -two  of  the  candidates  were  successful  in  the 
examinations  for  the  National  Certificate  in  District  Nursing. 


THE  ATTACHMENT  OF  DOMICILIARY  MIDWIVES  AND  NURSES  TO,  OR 
THEIR  ASSOCIATION  WITH,  GENERAL  PRACTICES 

As  in  previous  years  discussions  took  place  between  general  practitioners  and  the  senior 
midwifery  and  nursing  staff  to  secure  closer  association  of  the  domiciliary  midwives  and  nurses 
with  doctors  in  general  medical  practice. 

Where  attachment  of  domiciliary  staff  to  a general  practice  is  the  objective,  it  is  necessary 
to  examine  the  position  created  by  the  disparity  between  the  number  of  such  staff  in  a particular 
area  and  the  greater  number  of  doctors  with  whom  they  have  to  work.  Another  consideration  is  that 
each  midwife  and  nurse  works  within  her  own  defined  geographical  district,  whereas  general 
practitioners'  activities  are  not  so  limited  as  to  area. 

In  instances  where  the  doctor  wishes  a midwife  or  nurse  to  attend  a special  surgery  session 
this  is  more  easily  arranged  for  midwives.  In  the  case  of  the  district  nurse,  the  powers  of  a local 
health  authority  are  only  to  employ  nurses  to  work  in  patients'  own  homes. 

During  the  year,  12  doctors  in  Deal  had  been  formed  into  two  groups,  to  each  of  which  two 
midwives  and  two  district  nurses  had  been  attached,  and  in  Ashford  and  Sittingbourne  arrangements 
were  concluded  for  30  doctors  to  have  a midwife  attached  to  each  of  the  nine  groups  into  which  they 
had  been  formed  for  the  purpose:  plans  were  also  being  arranged  for  further  schemes  to  be 
introduced  in  the  following  year. 

The  practice  of  midwives  making  regular  attendances  at  ante -natal  sessions  held  in  doctors' 
surgeries,  without  their  necessarily  being  attached  exclusively  to  a practice,  had  been  growing  during 
previous  years.  During  1966  this  practice  was  encouraged  and  stimulated  by  the  discussions  held 
with  the  general  practitioners  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  shown  that  out  of  a total  of  approximately 
230,  there  were  99  midwives  and  nurse -midwives  who  had  established  arrangements  with  local  doctors. 

REGISTRATION  OF  NURSING  HOMES 

Of  the  48  County  district  councils  now  in  Kent,  26  exercise  by  delegation  the  County  Council's 
functions.  In  the  remaining  22  districts  there  were  21  homes  registered  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  only  one  of  which  received  maternity  patients.

REGISTERS  OF  BLIND  AND  PARTIALLY  SIGHTED  PERSONS 

The  Central  registers  are  kept  in  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department  with  arrangements  to 
keep  the  Kent  County  Association  for  the  Blind  informed  of  action  taken. 

The  Welfare  Services  provided  are:- 

HOME  TEACHERS 

There  was  one  Supervisory  Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind  and  16  Home  Teachers  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  The  latter's  duties  are  regularly  to  visit  registered  blind  persons  and  keep  in  touch 
with  those  who  are  classed  as  partially  sighted.  They  report  on  new  cases  with  a view  to  registration 
and  teach  Braille,  Moon  and  pastime  handicrafts  in  suitable  cases.  Pastime  handicrafts  are  taught 
either  in  the  homes  of  the  blind  persons,  or  at  special  classes  when  the  number  who  can  attend 
justifies  such  arrangement. 

The  Home  Teachers  made  19,  747  visits  to  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons.  They  gave 
246  lessons  on  Braille,  411  lessons  on  Moon,  427  lessons  on  pastime  handicrafts  and  instruction 
on  independence  in  185  instances.

The  rates  of  pay  in  the  workshops  are  agreed  rates  fixed  through  the  appropriate  negotiating 
procedure.  The  workers'  actual  earnings  are  augmented  by  a sum  of  15s.  Od.  a week  and  additional 
supplementation  as  is  necessary  to  bring  the  earnings  plus  augmentation  up  to  an  agreed  minimum 
wage.  A service  supplement  and  bonus  are  paid  where  appropriate. 


HOME  EMPLOYMENT 


Arrangements  are  made  under  the  Home  Workers  Scheme  whereby  blind  persons  desiring  to 
work  on  their  own  account  can  do  so  in  their  homes,  at  occupation  centres  or  elsewhere  other  than 
in  special  workshops,  except  that  no  blind  person  is  allowed  to  participate  in  these  arrangements 
unless  he  is  capable  of  earning  such  minimum  sum  each  week  and  for  such  period  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  Council. 

The  earnings  of  Home  Workers  are  augmented  by  the  County  Council.  The  rates  of  augmenta- 
tion range  between  £5.5s.0d  for  men  on  net  earnings  of  up  to  £5.5s.0d  a week,  reducing  to  15s.  Od  on 
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net  earnings  over  £12. 10s.  6d  a week,  with  reduced  rates  for  women. 

The  scheme  also  provides  for  payments  during  sickness,  unemployment  and  holidays,  and 
tests  for  admission  to  and  retention  in  the  scheme. 

At  31st  December,  1966,  there  were  26  persons  in  the  Home  Workers  Scheme  - 18  males 
and  8 females.  The  trades  followed,  and  the  number  in  each,  were:-

A total  staff  of  45  have  duties  to  give  help  and  advice  to  handicapped  persons  and  assist 
them  to  overcome  the  effects  of  their  disabilities.  Arrangements  were  made  for  adaptations  to  be 
carried  out  at  the  homes  of  92  handicapped  persons  of  which  25  were  the  construction  of  runs -in, 
pavement  crossings  and  other  work  to  facilitate  storage  of  invalid  vehicles  supplied  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  39  involved  fitting  of  handrails  and  ramps,  7 involved  more  extensive  alterations  to  provide 
suitable  lavatory  and  bathing  facilities  for  handicapped  persons.  The  most  expensive  adaptation 
costing  £510.  Os.  Od  was  the  construction  of  a ground  floor  bedroom  so  as  to  enable  a severely 
handicapped  person  who  is  chairboimd,  to  live  at  home.  The  total  cost  of  adaptations  carried  out 
during  the  year  was  £4, 166.  Os . Od. 

Financial  help  was  given  by  the  Council  towards  the  cost  of  17  clubs  organised  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  and  other  voluntary  agencies  for  handicapped  persons.  The  ambulance  service 
was  used  in  43  cases  to  take  handicapped  persons  to  clubs  where  they  were  incapable  of  using  other 
means  of  transport. 

Holidays  of  up  to  two  weeks  in  any  year  are  provided  to  handicapped  persons  who  are  home- 
bound,  chairboimd  or  where  there  are  other  circumstances  which  would  make  it  difficult  for  them 
otherwise  to  obtain  a holiday.  During  the  year  326  handicapped  persons  were  assisted  to  take 
holidays . 

Specially  designed  aids  to  help  those  who  have  only  limited  use  of  hands  or  limbs  to  attend 
to  their  personal  and  everyday  needs  were  supplied  to  164  handicapped  persons. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10  Craft  Instructors  and  a Supervisory  Craft  Instructor. 

The  functions  are  to  assist  homebound  handicapped  persons  to  engage  in  remunerative  or  diversionary 
occupations  and  if  possible,  to  obtain  outwork  from  local  firms  for  handicapped  persons  to  do  at  home. 

Tools  and  equipment  are  supplied  on  loan  and  an  initial  free  issue  of  materials  is  made  to 
those  who  are  capable  of  being  taught  to  make  saleable  articles  with  subsequent  supplies  being  provided 
at  cost.  Handicapped  persons  who  cannot  make  articles  which  can  be  sold  and  who  need  pastime 
occupations  of  a diversionary  character  are  supplied  with  the  necessary  small  amounts  of  materials 
free. 


The  Craft  Instructors  made  10,  803  visits  in  the  year  and  assisted  667  handicapped  persons 
to  undertake  some  form  of  work. 

The  Industrial  Work  Organiser  has  obtained  a steady  flow  of  outwork  from  various  firms  for 
handicapped  persons  in  their  own  homes  and  for  subnormal  persons  in  Training  Centres. 

Outwork  for  145  handicapped  persons  was  obtained  from  the  County  Supplies  Department  and 
16  firms.  The  work  done  for  the  County  Supplies  Department  included  the  making  of  bean  bags, 
radiator  covers,  hot  water  bottle  covers,  leatherwork,  childrens  toys  and  clock  repairs  and  from 
private  firms  included  trimming  rubber  and  plastic  mouldings,  assembling  electrical  components, 
table  lamps,  vacuum  cleaner  heads  and  Christmas  crackers. 

Car  badges  are  issued  by  the  Council  to  certain  categories  of  disabled  drivers  to  assist 
them  in  overcoming  difficulties  in  parking.  The  badges  confer  no  legal  rights  or  privileges  but 
enable  disabled  drivers  to  be  readily  identified  so  that  the  police  and  other  road  users  can  help 
them  find  suitable  places  in  which  to  park  their  vehicles.  During  the  year  badges  were  issued  to  58 
severely  disabled  drivers.  566  disabled  drivers  have  now  been  issued  with  a car  badge. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  service  operates  from  17  ambulance  stations  which  include  two  stations 
operated  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  under  agency  arrangements  and  a station  in  Canterbury 
from  which  the  City  Council  provides  a service  for  Canterbury  and  the  surrounding  County  Area. 
Supplementary  transport  for  sitting  patients  is  provided  in  some  areas  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service. 

The  Council  has  arrangements  with  the  Greater  London  Council  and  the  Canterbury  City 
Council  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  suffering  from  typhus  or  smallpox  and  in  one  small  border 
area  the  Council  provides  a general  ambulance  service  on  behalf  of  the  East  Sussex  County  Council. 

Dartford 


The  Greater  London  Council,  under  agency  arrangements,  is  providing  the  ambulance  service 
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for  Dartford  Borough  and  Dartford  Rural  District  until  a new  County  station  is  built  to  serve  the  area. 


Station  Accommodation 


In  December  work  commenced  on  a new  station  to  serve  Sevenoaks  and  district. 

Rail  Journeys 

The  quickest  and  most  comfortable  mode  of  travel  for  long  journeys  is  by  train,  with 
ambulance  transport  being  provided  to  and  from  the  railway  stations.  In  1966  rail  travel  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  5,  856  patients. 

Major  Accidents 

A major  accident  is  one  in  which  the  number  of  live  casualties  to  be  handled  is  estimated  to 
be  in  excess  of  50  to  60  and  which  would,  therefore,  necessitate  the  implementation  of  emergency 
plans  drawn  up  by  the  ambulance,  police,  fire  and  hospital  services.  These  plans  are  complementary 
to  each  other  and  during  1966  they  were  tested  in  studies  and  exercises  involving  all  the  services. 

Emergency  Calls 

During  the  year  there  were  16,  032  emergency  calls  and  the  average  time  taken  for  an 
ambulance  to  reach  the  scene  from  the  call  being  made  was  6.8  minutes.  The  number  of  persons 
attended  as  emergencies  was  16,450  which  is  less  than  3%  of  all  patients  carried.  There  were  14 
births  in  ambulances.

Twelve  members  of  the  Staff  in  Training  Centres  were  attending  a Diploma  Course  in  Mental 
Health  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A three -day  Refresher  Course  for  all  training  centre  staff  and  home 
teachers  was  held  at  Ashford  Centre  during  the  Easter  holidays. 

Extensions  to  existing  centres  to  give  better  facilities  for  adults  and  to  increase  the  numbers 
attending  the  Centre,  were  opened  at  Hildenborough,  Folkestone  and  Thanet. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  practical  training  of  adults  such  as  the  use  of  public  transport 
and  the  ability  to  perform  repetitive  industrial  work  for  pa5mient  and  29  persons  were  placed  in 
employment  from  training  centres  and  104  were  using  public  transport  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Dealers  holding  "Prepacked  Milk"  licences  handle  only  milk  in  bottles  or  other  closed 
containers  whilst  other  dealers  handle  open  milk. 
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The  pasteurisers  in  the  County  area  are  licensed  for  processing  plants  of  the  H.T.S.T. 
(high  temperature  short  time)  type  which  operate  on  the  continuous  flow  principle.  Regular 
supervisory  visits  of  inspection  are  made  by  health  inspectors. 

The  tests  prescribed  in  the  regulations  for  samples  of  milk  of  the  four  designations  are  as 
follows:  - 


Untreated  Milk  - Methylene  blue  test 

Pasteurised  Milk  - Phosphatase  test  and  methylene  blue  test 

Sterilised  Milk  - Turbidity  test 

Ultra  Head  Treated  Milk  - Colony  count  test 

The  methylene  blue  test  is  a test  of  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk;  the  phosphatase  test 
and  turbidity  test  check  the  adequacy  of  heat  treatment  procedures  and  the  colony  count  test, 
in  addition  to  providing  a check  on  the  ultra  heat  treatment  process,  also  confirms  the  efficiency 
of  the  methods  adopted  for  the  aseptic  packaging  of  the  product.  Samples  of  pre-packed  milk  for 
the  prescribed  tests  are  taken  by  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  and  are  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.

MILK -IN -SCHOOLS  SCHEME 

In  consultation  with  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the  County  Medical  Officer  is 
required  to  approve  the  source  and  quality  of  school  milk  supplies  Approved  supplies  are  normally 
of  pasteurised  milk  and  for  most  of  1966  all  county  schools  received  milk  of  this  designation.  In 
November,  however,  it  was  learned  that  the  supplier  to  one  small  country  school  had  commenced 
delivering  farm  bottled  untreated  milk  in  place  of  the  normal  pasteurised  supply.  Samples  of  this 
raw  milk  have  been  taken  for  biological  examination  and  all  have  proved  negative  for  brucella  abortus. 
Efforts  to  obtain  an  alternative  supply  of  heat  treated  milk  have  not  yet  been  successful. 

The  work  of  sampling  of  school  milk  supplies  in  the  areas  where  the  County  Council  is  the 
food  and  drugs  authority  is  included  in  the  sampling  programme  by  arrangement  with  the  Chief 
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Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures.  School  milk  samples  are  subjected  to  the  prescribed  tests 
for  pasteurised  milk  and  to  examination  for  chemical  composition.  A summary  of  the  results 
obtained  is  given  below,  together  with  the  results  of  school  milk  samples  taken  by  other  food 
and  drugs  authorities

CLEAN  AIR 

Fourteen  County  District  Councils  maintain  equipment  for  the  measurement  of  atmospheric 
pollution.  The  monitoring  instruments  in  use  include  deposit  gauges,  smoke  filters  and  sulphur 
dioxide  detection  apparatus. 

Smoke  control  orders  have  been  made  by  six  district  councils  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 
In  controlled  areas  grants  are  made  towards  the  cost  of  adapting  appliances  in  dwelling  houses  for 
the  use  of  smokeless  fuels. 


RESIDENTIAL  SERVICES 

The  number  of  establishments  provided  directly  by  the  Council  in  December,  1966  was  33, 
with  accommodation  for  2, 135  residents. 

During  the  year  two  new  Homes  came  into  use.  These  were:- 

Churchlands  at  Chatham  - A Home  for  the  care  of  old  persons  with  severe  physical  infirmity. 

The  accommodation  is  for  61  persons  with  no  bedrooms  for  more 
than  two  persons,  48%  being  single  bedrooms. 

For  elderly  persons  whose  mental  infirmity  is  such  that  they  need 
more  care  and  attention  than  can  be  afforded  in  ordinary  Homes.  It 
extends  the  services  developed  over  many  years  at  Hartly  House, 
Cranbrook.  The  accommodation  comprises  four  self  contained 
communities  of  20  with  their  own  sitting  rooms,  dining  room  and 
ancillary  facilities  There  is  a large  assembly  room  for  religious 
services,  social  events  and  handicraft  classes. 

Adaptations  at  three  other  Homes  provided  eight  more  places  The  closure  of  the  institutional 
accommodation  at  All  Saints'  Hospital,  Chatham,  with  reductions  at  other  Homes,  involved  a reduction 
of  29,  making  a net  increase  of  120  places. 

The  four  types  of  accommodation  in  the  Council's  own  Homes  and  in  joint -user  establishments 
are  for  persons  who:- 

(i)  whilst  requiring  much  assistance  in  such  matters  as  dressing  and  bathing, 
are  capable  of  some  measure  of  self-help,  with  nursing  in  the  Home 
restricted  to  short  periods  of  illness; 

(ii)  because  of  the  degenerative  changes  of  age  need  considerable  assistance 
and  substantial  measure  of  care  under  the  supervision  of  a nurse; 

(iii)  are  mentally  infirm; 

(iv)  whilst  not  mentally  disordered,  need  specialised  care  because  they  cannot 
manage  on  their  own  in  society. 

SHORT  TERM  CARE 

To  help  families  who  continuously  look  after  elderly  relatives  or  friends  to  have  holidays, 

244  persons  from  the  County  area  were  provided  with  short-term  care  in  1966,  as  contrasted  with 
195  in  1965.

To  encourage  the  development  of  services  such  as  visiting,  boarding -out,  social  and  luncheon 
clubs,  grants  towards  the  cost  of  paid  organisers  have  continued  to  be  made  to  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committees.  Organisers  are  established  at  Chatham,  Dartford  Rural  District,  Deal  and  district, 
Faversham,  Folkestone,  Gravesend,  Maidstone,  Ramsgate,  Sevenoaks  and  Tunbridge  Wells,  who 
deal  with  enquiries  for  assistance  and  put  those  requiring  help  in  touch  with  the  appropriate  statutory 
or  voluntary  body.  They  are  also  responsible  for  the  recruitment  of  volunteers,  co-ordinating 
voluntary  help  and  developing  other  services. 

The  Council  has  continued  its  individual  grant  to  the  Tunbridge  Wells  and  District  Council  of 
Social  Service  towards  the  cost  of  its  home  finding  scheme.  In  the  first  three  years  of  operation, 

152  old  people  have  been  found  homes. 

Meals  -on  -Wheels 

Grants  have  been  made  to  the  W.R.V.S.  since  1949  towards  the  cost  of  equipment  and  transport 
in  organising  the  meals-on-wheels  service  to  old  people.  237,055  meals  were  delivered  during  1966, 
which  was  an  increase  of  10. 1%  over  1965. 


Practical  help  continues  to  be  given  mainly  in  rural  areas  by  supplying  small  numbers  of 
meals  from  the  kitchens  of  Old  People's  Homes  for  distribution  by  the  W.R.V.S.  to  old  people  in 
their  own  homes.  During  1966,  Homes  from  which  meals  have  regularly  been  supplied  are:-

Leyton  House,  Wilmington  and  Holywell,  Ash,  are  used  over  the  holiday  periods  when  the 
W.R.V.S.  are  unable  to  obtain  meals  through  the  School  Meals  Service. 


The  W.R.V.S.  has  also  had  grants  for  equipment  to  enable  meals,  prepared  and  cooked  in 
W.R.V.S.  kitchens,  to  be  served  at  clubs  for  the  elderly  as  a supplement  to  the  meals  at  home. 
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CO-OPERATION  WITH  HOUSING  AUTHORITIES  AND  VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 
FOR  THE  ACCOMMODATION  OF  ELDERLY  PERSONS 


Grants  to  District  Councils  for  welfare  services  at  special  housing  with  a Warden  for  elderly 
persons,  which  started  in  1957,  were  increased  to  £40  a dwelling  from  1st  April,  1966,  with  a 
proportionate  grant  where  a limited  range  of  welfare  services  are  provided.  The  grant  is  for  the 
cost  of  the  particular  accommodation  and  services,  such  as  a Warden,  a common-room  and  a 
warning  system,  which  are  provided  specifically  for  the  care  of  old  persons  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  provided  in  a normal  housing  scheme  for  able-bodied  old  people. 

13  new  schemes  were  approved  in  1966.

Although  the  bulk  of  this  provision  has  been  by  District  Councils,  there  is  included  provision 
by  voluntary  organisations  for  whom  the  District  Councils  have  sponsored  applications  because  the 
schemes  make  a valid  contribution  to  the  housing  for  elderly  persons  in  their  area.  There  are 
travelling  warden  schemes  on  large  estates  at  Chatham,  Dartford,  Gillingham,  Maidstone  and 
Margate,  whereby  elderly  people  in  over  2,  000  dwellings  receive  visits  of  varying  frequency 
according  to  need.  Comparable,  but  smaller,  schemes  provided  by  Rural  District  Councils  provide 
visits  to  183  dwellings.

The  arrangement  whereby  three  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  attend  a weekly  or 
fortnightly  session  in  the  paediatric  department  of  local  hospitals  as  clinical  assistants  has 
continued.  Ten  members  of  the  medical  staff  attended  refresher  courses  in  paediatrics  and 
allied  subjects,  and  one  a course  on  "Combined  Visual  and  Auditory  Handicap". 
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One  member  of  the  medical  staff  attended  a course  on  the  ascertainment  of  educationally 
subnormal  children.  Thirty  one  of  the  whole -time  medical  staff  are  now  qualified  for  the  examina- 
tion of  educationally  subnormal  pupils. 

Approximately  one-third  of  the  County  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  staffed  by  whole-time 
Medical  Officers  on  the  staff  of  the  Education  Committee;  two  whole-time  Medical  Officers  give 
part-time  assistance  to  the  Mental  Health  Service  and  thirteen  Medical  Officers  carry  out  routine 
examinations  at  Children's  Homes  for  the  Children's  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  on  page  46  gives  information  about  the  staff 
of  the  School  Dental  Service. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

Arrangments  are  for  pupils  to  be  examined  on  entry  to  school,  on  admission  to  secondary 
schools,  and  before  leaving.  Pupils  aged  eight  years  have  tests  of  vision  and  hearing  only,  the 
latter  being  by  audiometry.  These  children  have  a full  medical  examination  if  such  need  is  suggested 
by  their  previous  history,  or  if  requested  by  a parent  or  teacher. 

The  number  of  children  examined  during  1966  in  the  routine  age  groups  was  67,  826,  which 
represents  36  per  cent  of  the  pupils  on  the  school  roll.  This  figure  includes  17, 144  pupils  aged  8 
years,  of  whom  1,  839  had  a full  examination  and  15,305  tests  of  vision  and  hearing  only.  In  addi- 
tion 15,268  pupils  found  to  have  defects  were  re-examined. 

LAY  ASSISTANTS  FOR  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

To  enable  Health  Visitors  to  devote  more  time  to  the  duties  for  which  they  have  been  trained, 
they  are  now  assisted  at  school  medical  inspections  by  part-time  lay  assistants. 

FINDINGS  AT  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

Table  II  on  page  . shows  the  principal  defects  found  at  medical  inspections. 

At  the  inspections  of  routine  ages  11,794  children  (17.5  per  cent  of  the  children  examined) 
were  found  to  have  defects  requiring  medical  treatment. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  PHYSICAL  CONDITION 

T\vo  categories  are  provided  for,  i.e. , "Satisfactory"  and  "Unsatisfactory".  It  will  be 
seen  from  the  figures  given  in  table  1(A)  on  page  56  that  during  1966  only  0.99  per  cent  of  the 
children  examined  in  the  routine  age  groups  were  considered  to  be  "unsatisfactory". 

FOLLOWING  UP 

Where  the  parents  attend  at  the  routine  medical  inspection,  advice  is  given  and  any  defect  is 
discussed  by  the  doctor.  Where  necessary.  Health  Visitors  visit  homes  to  ensure  that  the  advice 
of  the  doctor  is  carried  out. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

Table  IH  on  page  58  gives  details  of  the  amount  of  treatment  given  during  the  year. 

(a)  School  Clinics  - Advice  was  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  under  the  direction  of  the 
medical  officers  for  2,342  defects. 

(b)  Visual  Defects  - The  number  of  children  examined  by  the  Ophthalmologists  under  the 
Council's  arrangements  was  11,318  and  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  4,736. 

Seven  pupils  reported  by  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  to  have  a defect  of  colour  vision 
when  tested  by  the  Ishihara  colour  vision  plates  were  further  examined  by  means  of  a "lantern 
test"  to  obtain  more  exact  information  as  to  the  degree  of  colour  blindness,  and  five  were  found  to 
have  such  a degree  of  defect  as  to  render  them  unsuitable  for  future  employment  in  occupations 
where  a full  range  of  colour  vision  is  required, 

(c)  Orthopaedic  Defects  - The  orthopaedic  scheme  is  administered  by  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Committee.  In  1966  there  were  14,730  attendances  at  these  clinics,  of  whom  97  per  cent 
were  children  in  attendance  at  maintained  schools.

(d)  Enuresis  - Under  the  supervision  of  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  or  Child 
Guidance  Clinics  electrical  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  bed-wetting  are  loaned  to  the  parents 
of  affected  children,  and  of  the  99  children  who  completed  courses  of  treatment  during  the  year, 
41  were  cured  and  30  improved. 


CHILD  GUIDANCE  SERVICE 

Pending  the  establishment  of  a new  clinic  at  Dartford  to  be  associated  with  the  one  at  Chatham, 
Kent  children  continued  to  go  to  the  Bexleyheath  Clinic. 

The  general  shortage  of  trained  staff  of  all  categories  continued,  with  inevitable  delays  in 
providing  treatment.

SPEECH  T’HERAPY 

During  the  year  the  Speech  Therapy  Services  dealt  with  1,606  cases,  including  960 
children  and  adolescents  in  the  clinics;  285  in  eight  schools  for  educationally  subnormal 
children;  25  in  Valence  School  for  Physically  Handicapped  Children;  12  in  the  residential 
speech  unit  attached  to  Laleham/Gap  House  Schools;  36  through  an  advisory  service  within 
seven  Special  Care  Units;  273  by  peripatetic  consultation  by  the  central  staff;  and  15  adults. 
The  number  on  the  waiting  lists  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  741;  of  these  719  awaited  appoint- 
ments in  the  clinics,  6 children  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  entrance  to  Laleham/Gap  House 
Speech  Unit  and  16  awaited  appointments  with  headquarters  staff. 
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Laleham/Gap  House  Schools  continue  to  maintain  a residential  unit  for  8 children  with 
speech  handicaps,  who  cannot  profit  by  treatment  in  the  ordinary  way  by  attendance  at  a local 
clinic  and  are  able  to  receive  more  intensive  therapy  and  continued  help  from  school  staff  of  this 
small  residential  unit  attached  to  a school  for  delicate  children.  Four  children  have  been  discharged 
from  the  unit  as  improved  during  the  year  and  four  have  been  admitted  from  the  waiting  list.  Three 
of  the  four  children  discharged  had  remained  in  the  unit  for  three  terms,  the  other  for  five  terms. 

Speech  Therapists  have  continued  to  work  in  co-operation  with  a Senior  Medical  Officer, 
Otologists,  Psychologists,  and  the  Senior  Teacher  of  the  Deaf  and  Partially  Hearing  in  the  assess- 
ment of  children  sent  to  the  assessment  panels  at  Maidstone  and  Canterbury. 

Advice  has  been  given  to  Home  Teachers  and  staff  at  Training  Centres  for  the  subnormal 
as  to  how  these  children  can  best  be  helped  by  those  undertaking  their  regular  care. 

Staff  shortage  continues  to  present  difficulties.  The  year  ended  with  11  full-time  and  two 
part-time  officers  in  post,  out  of  an  establishment  of  18.

As  the  number  of  children  in  the  schools  in  the  County  increased  during  the  year,  there 
was  one  Dental  Officer  to  every  5,  953  children,  which  was  a worsening  of  what  was  already  an 
unsatisfactory  situation. 

A larger  number  of  children  was  inspected  during  the  year,  104,517  in  total.  Of  these, 
55,  866  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  dental  treatment  and  offers  to  carry  out  the  necessary  treat- 
ment were  made  to  48,  513.  24,  025  of  these  offers  were  accepted,  a very  similar  proportion  to 
those  who  accepted  our  offer  last  year,  but  the  fact  that  only  55.5%  of  the  children  in  County 
schools  were  dentally  inspected  is  unsatisfactory.

The  laboratory  staff  is  now  five  technicians  and  one  apprentice  technician,  there  being  a 
vacancy  that  so  far  cannot  be  filled. 

The  remainder  of  the  staff  consisted  of  two  Dental  Auxiliaries,  the  equivalent  of  39.  7 
whole -time  Dental  Surgery  Assistants,  and  one  whole -time  clerk  at  the  Foster  Street  Laboratory. 

At- the  end  of  the  year  there  were  42  dental  clinics  with  51  surgeries  plus  four  mobile 
dental  clinics,  three  of  which  were  in  full-time  and  one  in  part-time  use. 

The  Dental  Auxiliaries  have  continued  to  give  useful  service  and  gained  the  approval  of 
the  Privy  Council  and  the  Minister  of  Health.  It  is  hoped  that,  when  the  time  is  more  propitious, 
more  double  surgeried  clinics  can  be  provided  so  that  more  use  may  be  made  of  their  services  in 
dealing  with  the  vast  problem  of  repairing  the  ravages  of  dental  decay.  As  these  auxiliaries  are 
all  young  girls  of  marriageable  age,  a number  have  left  after  comparatively  short  service,  but, 
up  to  now,  it  has  been  possible  to  recruit  others  to  replace  them  with  little  difficulty.  . 

The  programme  of  dental  health  education  visits  to  schools  by  the  Principal  School  Dental 
Officer  and/or  one  of  the  Dental  Auxiliaries  has  continued  and  again  a large  number  of  schools  in 
the  County  have  been  visited,  but  these  visits  should  be  made  more  frequently  than  is  at  present 
possible  with  the  staff  that  can  be  made  available. 

I paid  two  visits  to  the  Borough  of  Watford  to  see  the  results  that  have  followed  the  raising 
of  the  fluoride  level  in  drinking  water  to  one  part  per  million,  which  was  introduced  in  May  1956.  I 
have  made  a full  report  on  my  findings,  but  a summary  is  repeated  here  because  of  the  importance 
I attach  to  the  prevention  of  dental  disease.  Visits  were  paid  to  two  primary  schools,  one  infant 
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and  the  other  junior,  in  the  Borough  of  Watford  in  March  and  June  1966,  and  I made  my  own 
examination  of  the  children's  teeth.  Comparable  inspections  were  undertaken  in  the  same  two 
months  in  two  schools  of  a similar  size  and  nature  situated  in  a similar  type  of  area  in  Maidstone 
where  the  last  estimation  of  fluoride  in  the  water  supplies  ranged  between  0.  05  and  0. 23  parts 
per  million.  All  inspections  were  done  by  me  and  all  charting  done  by  the  same  assistants.  I 
saw  587  children  in  Watford  and  549  in  Maidstone.  The  results  bore  out  all  previous  published 
work  and  showed  that  there  were  more  than  twice  as  many  children  per  hundred  examined  in 
Watford  with  no  decayed,  missing  or  filled  teeth  than  there  were  in  Maidstone.  The  difference 
in  the  state  of  the  teeth,  not  only  numerically  but  also  in  appearance,  was  so  obvious  as  between 
Watford  and  Maidstone  that  no  qualified  person  seeing  them  could  doubt  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  the  presence  in  the  public  water  supply  of  fluoride  to  the  extent  of  one  part  per  million. 

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

Table  V on  page  60  gives  details  of  handicapped  pupils  requiring  education  at  special 
schools  or  in  boarding  homes.  The  following  information  supplements  that  given  in  the  table 

DEAF  AND  PARTIALLY  HEARING  CHILDREN 
Visiting  Teachers  of  the  Deaf  and  Partially  Hearing 

Five  full-time  and  three  part-time  visiting  teachers  visit  the  homes  of  children  with 
impaired  hearing  under  the  age  of  five  years  to  give  them  individual  auditory  training  and  to  advise 
parents.  Children  over  this  age  are  usually  seen  in  school  where  educational  help  and  individual 
auditory  training  is  continued  and  advice  given  to  teachers. 

Combined  Assessment  Panels  at  Maidstone  and  Canterbury 

Two  panels,  consisting  of  consultant  otologists  and  a senior  medical  officer,  the  senior 
teacher  of  the  deaf,  the  senior  speech  therapist  and  an  educational  psychologist  of  the  Council's 
staff  have  met  at  regular  intervals  during  the  year  at  Maidstone  and  Canterbury.  Seventy -five 
children  have  been  assessed  by  the  Maidstone  panel  and  fifty-eight  by  the  Canterbury  panel. 
Recommendations  are  made,  as  appropriate,  by  the  panel  for  treatment,  the  issue  of  hearing  aids, 
speech  training  units  and  special  educational  treatment. 

Gillingham  Units  for  Children  with  Partial  Hearing 

At  the  beginning  of  1966  there  were  29  children  attending  these  Units  for  full  time  special 
education.  19  of  these  children  lived  within  the  Borough  of  Gillingham  and  10  were  from  the 
Medway,  Thameside  and  Sittingbourne  divisions  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee. 

These  children  formed  four  classes,  a nursery  group  of  10  children,  an  infant  group  of 
seven  children,  a lower  junior  group  of  three  children  and  an  upper  junior  group  of  nine  children. 
There  were  four  qualified  teachers  of  the  deaf,  one  nursery  assistant  and  one  pre  school  visitor 
working  in  the  Unit,  The  nursery  and  infant  groups  were  attached  to  Woodlands  C.  P. Infants' 

School  and  the  junior  groups  to  Fair  View  C.P.  Junior  School. 

■*  In  September,  1966  various  changes  took  place  so  there  are  now  24  children  attending  the 

Unit  for  special  education,  17  of  these  children  live  within  the  borough  and  seven  are  from  the 
surrounding  divisions  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee.  They  form  three  classes,  a nursery  group 
of  eight,  an  infant  group  of  six  and  a junior  group  of  seven  children.  Three  children  ai’e  attached 
to  the  junior  unit  for  help  from  the  teachers  in  the  unit. 

There  are  at  present  about  50  partially  hearing  children  attending  ordinary  schools  within 
the  borough,  all  of  whom  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  unit  keeps  under  observation. 

Dartford  Unit  for  Children  with  Partial  Hearing 

(Attached  to  St.  Alban's  County  Primary  School) 

Twenty -seven  children  aged  between  three  and  ten  years  attended  the  Unit  during  the  year. 
Ten  children  were  discharged,  of  whom  six  aged  between  five  and  eleven  years  were  admitted  to 
schools  for  the  deaf,  three  moved  out  of  the  County  and  one  child  was  placed  in  a private  school 
by  her  parents . 

Three  classes  were  maintained  until  July  1966,  when  the  nursery  class  teacher  moved  out 
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of  the  County  and  a replacement  was  unobtainable.  As  almost  all  the  children  over  six  years  of 
age  were  integrating  in  hearing  classes  for  some  lessons,  it  was  possible  for  the  children  to  be 
re -grouped  and  taught  by  the  two  remaining  teachers  as  an  interim  measure.  The  welfare  assistant 
continued  to  help  with  the  younger  children.

Tonbridge  Unit  for  Children  with  Partial  Hearing. 

Bank  Street,  Tonbridge 


Thirteen  children  aged  2^  to  4 years  attended  this  Unit  during  the  year.  There  were  no 
discharges. 

In  September  1966  a second  teacher  was  appointed  to  the  Unit  and  the  children  thereafter 
attended  for  five  full  days  a week  instead  of  five  half  days.  A rest  period  was  arranged  at  mid-day 
and  the  children  soon  adjusted  to  the  change  and  undoubtedly  benefited  by  the  additional  tuition  they 
received. 


Two  welfare  assistants  are  employed  in  the  Unit. 

The  present  accommodation  for  this  Unit  is  inadequate  and  present  difficulties  which  will 
be  remedied  when  the  purpose-built  Unit  comes  into  use  in  1967.

Maidstone  Unit  for  Children  with  Partial  Hearing 

(Attached  to  Molehill  Copse  County  Primary  School) 

This  unit  has  one  teacher  and  a welfare  assistant.  Thirteen  children  aged  five  to  ten  years 
attended  full-time  and  four  children  aged  three  to  four  years  attended  on  a part-time  basis.  All 
the  children  over  the  age  of  five  years  integrated  in  hearing  classes  for  some  lessons. 

Two  children  were  discharged  to  ordinary  schools  where  they  received  help  from  visiting 
teachers  of  the  partially  hearing.

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PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


Details  given  in  Section  E of  Table  V include  the  following: - 
Richmond  Road  Unit  for  Physically  Handicapped  Children,  Gillingham 

The  Unit  now  has  eleven  children  whose  ages  range  from  4 to  7+.  Of  these  two  spend  the 
whole  day  in  normal  class  and  one  is  expected  to  join  a class  for  some  lessons  next  term. 

During  the  year  one  boy  has  gone  to  Blatchington  Court  School  for  the  partially  sighted,  one 
to  the  Marlborough  Road  Unit  and  one  has  left  the  area  and  further  schooling  has  not  yet  been 
arranged  for  her. 

There  are  in  the  unit  four  spastics,  two  of  whom  have  speech  difficulties,  two  haemiplegics, 
one  child  suffering  from  deformities  due  to  thalidomide,  one  partially  sighted,  one  heart  case,  one 
epileptic  and  one,  a child  of  nursery  age,  who  has  poor  speech  and  whose  home  conditions  are 
unfavourable . 

The  staff  consists  of  a qualified  teacher  and  a full  time  welfare  worker  with  the  services  of 
a physiotherapist  twice  a week.  With  two  exceptions  the  children  come  by  taxi  and  there  are  five 
of  these  from  areas  as  far  apart  as  Upchurch  and  Rochester. 

Parents  are  always  welcome  in  the  unit  and  there  is  close  co-operation  between  the  unit  and 
the  health  authority  on  all  questions  concerning  the  welfare  of  individual  children. 

The  children  are  seen  at  frequent  intervals  by  the  assistant  county  medical  officers  and 
close  contact  is  kept  with  the  hospitals  the  children  attend  and  the  family  doctors. 

Where  necessary  walking  aids  and  wheelchairs  are  obtained. 

The  staff  of  the  department  of  physical  medicine  at  the  Medway  Hospital  is  keen  to  give  help 
and  advice  on  the  problems  of  aids  to  school  work  for  these  handicapped  children.

Marlborough  Road  Unit,  Gillingham 

The  Marlborough  Road  Unit  began  in  the  Spring  term  of  1966  with  five  children,  four  of 
whom  were  Mongols,  being  assessed  as  to  their  suitability  for  education.  A further  four  children 
were  admitted,  all  of  whom  fell  into  the  low  educationally  subnormal  range  and  had  some  other 
disability. 

A new  policy  of  less  nursery  play  and  more  attention  to  the  three  R's  had  been  advised  by 
the  Inspectorate  and  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  This  policy  has  proved  itself  and  the  Unit 
is  now  working  as  a family  group,  each  child  being  catered  for  according  to  its  individual  needs. 

A welfare  assistant  was  able  to  give  more  time  to  the  Mongol  children  and  the  social  training  of  the 
new  entrants,  thus  allowing  the  teacher  to  devote  more  time  to  the  education  of  the  more  able 
children. 

The  Unit  has  been  visited  at  frequent  intervals  by  the  assistant  county  medical  officers  and 
full  assessment  of  the  children's  educational  potential  was  undertaken  by  the  educational  psychologist 
and  the  school  medical  officer. 
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The  Unit  is  a useful  aid  to  the  screening  which  is  already  being  undertaken  by  the  Health 
Department  for  the  handicapped  children  under  the  age  of  five  years . 

MALADJUSTED 

The  maladjusted  children  shown  in  Section  E of  Table  V include  the  following: - 

Gatland  House  Reception  Centre,  Maidstone,  is  maintained  by  the  Children's  Committee  and 
the  children  normally  in  attendance  there  are  those  who  have  recently  been  taken  into  care;  they 
remain  at  Gatland  House  for  four  to  six  weeks  pending  permanent  placing.  The  number  of  children 
receiving  education  in  January,  1967,  was  25. 

Park  House  Reception  Centre,  Southborough,  is  a similar  establishment  to  the  Gatland 
House  Centre  which  also  receives  the  more  difficult  children  who  are  received  into  care.  The 
number  of  children  receiving  education  in  January,  1967,  was  20. 

Beech  House  Adolescent  Unit,  St.  Augustine's  Hospital,  Chartham,  17  boys  were  receiving 
tuition  in  this  psychiatric  unit. 

SPECIAL  SCHOOLS 

Broomhill  Bank  School,  Tunbridge  Wells 

(For  Educationally  Subnormal  Girls) 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  term  in  January  1966,  there  was  a roll  of  88  girls  with  I.Q.  's 
ranging  from  41  to  81. 

During  the  year  15  girls  were  admitted  and  their  I.Q.  's  ranged  from  53  to  77. 

Twenty -one  girls  left  the  school  during  the  year.  Fifteen  left  by  reason  of  age  and  obtained 
emplojmient,  and  six  girls  left  for  other  reasons  as  follows

1 entered  a Secondary  Modern  School 

1 was  withdrawn  - assessed  as  maladjusted

Seabrook  Lodge  School 

(For  Educationally  Subnormal  Boys) 

There  were  96  boys  on  roll  at  the  end  of  1966. 

During  the  year  11  boys  left  the  school  and  all  obtained  posts  satisfactorily.  Two  boys 
were  found  to  have  made  such  good  progress  during  their  several  years'  stay  at  the  school  that 
it  was  possible  to  effect  their  transfer  to  a secondary  school  where  they  are  happily  settled  in 
and  progressing. 

Furness  Special  School,  Hextable 

(For  Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils) 

At  the  end  of  the  year  78  pupils  were  on  the  roll  of  whom  25  left  during  the  year,  17  being 
transferred  to  residential  special  schools  for  subnormal  pupils;  two  to  day  special  schools  and 
one  to  an  ordinary  school.  Four  pupils  left  the  County  and  one  was  found  unsuitable  for  education 
in  school. 

Halstead  Place  School 

(For  Educationally  Subnormal  Boys) 

There  were  116  boys  on  the  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Twenty  six  left  during  the  year, 
of  whom  21  had  reached  school  leaving  age,  one  transferred  to  a day  special  school,  one  was 
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unsuitable  for  boarding  education,  two  were  unsuitable  for  education  in  school  and  one  left  the  County. 

St.  Anthony's  Day  School,  Margate 

(For  Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils)

During  the  year  there  were  two  new  developments  in  the  provision  of  medical  care  for  the 
children.  Firstly,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  pupils  with  haemophilia  to  attend  St.  Thomas' 
Hospital  for  emergency  plasma  replacement  therapy  for  joint  and  muscle  haemorrhages.  This 
modern  method  of  treatment,  which  arrests  bleeding  early,  reduces  considerably  the  amount  of 
school  time  lost  by  haemophiliac  pupils  on  account  of  swollen  joints,  and  also  helps  to  prevent 
permanent  joint  deformities. 

Secondly,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a Visiting  Teacher  of  the  partially  hearing 
to  give  regular  help  to  pupils  who  in  addition  to  their  other  handicaps  have  defective  hearing. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 
B.C.G.  VACCINATION  AND  THE  PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

During  1966,  11,882  schoolchildren  aged  13  years  and  over  have  been  skin  tested,  9,451 
were  found  to  be  negative  and  9,410  were  vaccinated.  All  tuberculin  positive  children  were 
referred  to  the  chest  physician  concerned  for  further  investigation. 

As  in  former  years,  precautionary  investigations  of  school  children  who  had  been  in 
contact  with  known  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  continued.  1,285  children  were  skin 
tested,  of  whom  217  were  tuberculin  positive  and  referred  to  the  chest  physician.  Members  of 
school  staffs  were  given  an  opportunity  of  attending  for  x-ray. 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  year  1,424  schoolchildren  born  between  1959-1962  received  three  doses  of 
oral  vaccine.  9,  742  schoolchildren  were  given  a fourth  dose. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

The  Council  arrange  for  immunisation  facilities  to  be  available  for  children  of  school  age, 
special  sessions  being  held  at  the  Committee's  school  clinics,  if  appropriate,  and  on  school 
premises.  Reinforcing  injections  are  given  at  appropriate  stages  throughout  the  period  of  school 
life.  The  following  table  shows  the  extent  to  which  Diptheria  Immunisation  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  county  during  the  year  1966:-
